OFFICIAL CORRESPONDENCE. 

(BY .HE ASSOCIATED PREsS—A.M.)

ip as follows: 

have the honor to transmit to you 
herewith the testimony given before 
the United States grand jury June 6, 
1998, by Leopold Hahn. Mr. Hahn is a 
citisen of Hastings, Adams county, 
Neb. He was called before the grand 
jury at the request of members, on 
account of well-defined rumors in cir- 
culation and charges based thereon as 
te the violation of section 1781, Re- 
vised Statutes of the United States, by 
Jacob Fisher, who is now postmaster in 
the city of Hastings. 

“The testimony, you will see, reflects 
not only upon Jacob Fisher, the post- 
master, but as well upon United States 
Senator Dietrich of Nebraska. The 
grand jurors insisted upon making a 
thorough and searching investigation. 
This investigation was discontinued at 
my request, because of the fact that 
the conduct of a United States Seia- 
tor was involved in the question they 
desired to investigate. At the same 
time, I stated to the grand jury that 
the investigation will be made by 
other grand jury, if it be 
subsequentiy that the ends of justice 
demand. For the purpose of prevailing 


the investigation, I stated to them 
that I would submit the investigation 
to the Department of Justice and ask 
for directions in the premises. With 
the assistance of the foreman of the 
grand jury, one of the prominent and 
influential citizens of the State, I was 
enabled to prevail upon the grand ju- 
rors to comply with my request. 

“In this connection, permit me to say 
there are appointments in this State 
other than the one at Hastines named 
in the testimony submitted herewith, 
about which the grand jury manifested 
a disposition to inquire. No witnesses 
were examined as to them, however, 
for the same reason given above. I 
hold myself in readiness to follow any 
direction You may give me.“ 

The reply of the Attorney-General is 
dated June 26. After the chief 
points in the letter of Mr. Summers, it 
says: 


ys: 

“In reply, I state you should not have 
requested a discontinuance of the in- 
vestigation against the grand jury's in- 
Ssistence, because of the fact that the 
conduct of a United States Senator was 
involved in the question the grand jury 
desired to investigate. From the copy 
of the proceedings before the grand 
jury, it appears that at the time the 
testimony closed. a most extraordinary 
and incriminating story had been told 
by the witness, Hahn, in which Sena- 
tor Dietrich was criminally involved, 
but the fact which formed the basis 
of this talk were not of the witness's 
own knowledge.

Wynne, First Assistant Postmaster- 
General, in his annual report to the 
Postmaster-General recommends that 
Congress authorise the clerk hire al- 
lowance at all third-class postoffices. 
This, it is estimated, would entail an 
appropiriation of $2,200,000. 

Mr. Wynne recommends a new clas- 
sification law for clerks in first and 
second-class postoffices, creating a 
number of new positions and abolish- 
ing the titles of all clerks below’ the 
grade of foreman, simply designating 
as “clerks” employés whose duties are 
purely clerical. 

It is recommended that the maximum 
allowance for fuel and light at third- 
class postoffices be increased from $60, 
as now fixed, to $80 per annum. A 
lump appropriation of $20,000,000 is 
asked for clerks at first and second- 
class offices, instead of segregating 
this appropriation into grades of clerks. 

During the year the domestic money 
orders issued amounted to $353,621,648, 
and the excess of receipts from this 
source over expenses paid from the 
proceeds was $1,994,888.

cept that it sheres the national mis- 
fortunes and bears a heavy part of 
the brrden of taxation.” 


This fact of Panama's “anomalous 
position” goes far to explain the late 
revolution.. The people of the isthmus 
felt that they had been treated most 
unfairly. for a long series of years, 
by the central government at Bogota. 
They were ripe for revolt against the 
treatment which they justly rezarded 
as unfair and unwarranted. There 
would probably not have been a revo- 
lution if the Colombian Congress had 
not refused to ratify the Hay-Herran 
treaty, for in that treaty the people 
of the isthmus saw a prospective 
change in the whole trend of affairs, 
which could not have failed to better 
their condition In many ways. When 
the Colombian Cöngress so contemp- 
tuousiy rejected ihe treaty—which 
was of their own seeking, and drawn 
up partly at their own solicitation— 
the Panameians at once. perceived 
that the time had come to look out 
for their own interests, if they ex- 
pected Their interests to ve properly 
cared for. Ther desired that the 
canal should be duc. and that work 
Should begin at the earliest possible 
Gate. The separation from Colombia 
was a deliberate act, though it was 
executed with great promp'ness, fol- 
lowing the adjournment of the Co- 
lombian Concresse, and it appears to 
have the unanimous indorsement of 
the people of the lethmus, for, so far 
as bas been heard, there is no note 
of dissent in all the ecceded territory 
from the action taken. 

For nearly twenty years Panama 
has not even been a self-governing 
State. Since 1885 its rank has been 
simply that of a province, being one 
of nine departments, with the gov- 
ernment centralized at Pogota. The 
people of the isthmus have thus been 
placed in much the same position, 
politically, as were the American 
colonists before the war of the Rev- 
olution, when they were forced to 
pay heavy tribute to the mother coun- 
try, without baving anything to say 
in the affairs of government. As 
our forefathers rebelled against tax- 
ation Without representation’ and 
achieved their independence, do have 
the Panamaians thrown off the yoke 
of their oppressors and ‘established a 
government their own-——happily 
without the shedding of blood. 

The writer above referre! to gives 
gome interesting facts about the isth- 
mus and its rélations with the other 
portions of Colombia, as follows: 

“Geographically and geologically the 
isthmus is not a part of the republic. 
It belongs geographically to North 
America and it is treated by scien- 
tie men in this relation. In his 
»Unlversal Geography. Reclus treats 
the Department of Panama in his sec- 
ond volume on North America and 
reserves the remainder of Colombia 
for hia frst volume on South Amer- 
ioe. Sievers, tie German authority 
on South America. says that geo- 
graphically the isthmus belongs 10 
Central America. Hill, our own geol- 
ogist, says that the Department of 
Panama is a typical section of Cen- 
tral America. Many other authorities 
might be .qucted io the same effect. 

“Panam has no communication 
with the rest of the republic, except 
by sea. The south part of the isthmus 
is a pathiess wilderness inhabited by 
unfriendiy Indians, and Colombia has 
generally lei them alone. The Colom- 
Mans have never tlongat of uniting 
Panama with the rest of the country 
by a safe highway or railroad, It 
takes @ month to cross the mountains 
Bogota and reach Panama by 
way of the little Pacific port of Buena 
Ventura.

The reason is because 
the isthmus is a panhandle remote 
from such business activity and en- 
terprise as the South American part 
of the republic possesses. The exports 
of Colombia never touch the isthmus, 
but are seni out through Sabsnilia, 
Cartagena or the Venezuelan port of 
Maracaibo. None of the imports 
comes to the isthmus except those 
that are locally consumed. 

“The prosperity of the isthmus de- 
pends not upon the material’ condition 
of the rest of the country, but upon

' “Colombia confers no benefits upon 
the istamus in the Way of develop- 
ment, business or education; but, none 
the less, its hand rests heavily upon 
Panama. It loads the department 
with burdens grievous to he«boriie. 
Many of the conscript soldiers who 
ught for the government in the re- 
prolonged civil war came from 
a. A gentleman ‘who was in 
olon during the war wrote that it 
e pitiful to see these poor boys, 
mere children, a great number of 
hom were shot down for the cause 
f the government, which they de- 
fended, merely because they had been 
forced away from their mothers on the 
isthmus end compelled to shoot.’ 
“The fact is that the inhabitants of 
the isthmus have the privilege of 
paying the most onerous taxes to the 
general government and of sufferinz 
from the frequently recurring revo- 
lutions; ang they get little or noth- 
ing for their money and sacrifice. 
The Bogota government pockets the 
heavy annual tax on the railroad 
concession and squeezes the isthmlan 
orange dry.” 


HE HOUSE OF ROMANOFF. 

The student of history will heve 
read with deep interest Curtis Brown's 
St. Petersburg letter to The Times, 
printed yesterday. According to our 
correspondent, Russia is facing, at the 
present moment, dangers that 
threaten its integrity to a very grave 
degree—dangers all the more serious 
because they are from within and not 
from without. The gréat Muscovite 
empire has met with a sneer the 
threats of nations hostile to her, and 
would look with complacency upon 
the whole world arrayed in enmity 
against her. And well might she do 
so as long as she could keep intact 
her own tremendous strength and 
power. But can she do this? Our 
correspondent seems to doubt it. Lo- 
cal risings against the constituted 
authorities, he says, are growing 
more imminent as winter sets in, dis- 
affection is strongly apparent among 
the empire's forces, and, worst of all, 
disloyalty is eating into the very 
heart of the army. 

Mav it be that the house of Ro- 
manoff is at last tottering to its fall? 
For three centuries, now, it has stood 
like a fortress of adamant. But are 
these thi.gs we are taking note of 
cracks in the walls foretelling their 
future decay? If so, and they shall 
fall, it will be no wonder, for the 
wonder is that they have not fallen 
long ago. That one man should per- 
sonally and absolutely rule, without 
Congresses or Parliaments, or any 
other kind of limitations, a country 
covering nearly 9,000,000 square miles 
of territory, and be the undisputed 
master of more than 126,000,000 peo- 
ple, with the power of life and death 
in his hands, and accountable to no 
one for its use or misuse—that’s the 
wonder. To be sure, Nicholas, who 
rules now, is not the bloodthirsty 
tyrant that Ivan the Terrible was, 
but he has the power to be such if 
he cares to call upon it.

AEKING DELEGATE HEADED 
OFF. 


The Worcester (Mass.) Telegram 
of November 10 contains interesting 
dispatches relative to the labor trou- 
bles at Southbridge, which is a very 
important “down East” manufacturing 
point. It appears from these dis- 
patches that the walking delegates of 
various and sundry unions had con- 
cluded to institute a few little inno- 
cent strikes which would have nao 
worse effect than to throw the town 
into bankruptcy and put the citizens 
thereof in the delightful position of 
not knowing where they were to get 
their next dollar for the support of 
themselves and their families. 

The different employers, however, 
decided upon a very effective coup d 
etat, and by joint agreement posted 
notices as follows, throughout their 
respective plants: 

“This factory will be closed tonight 
and remain closed until further no- 
tice, for purposes of reorganiza- 
tion. Wages will be paid in full at 
the factory on demand. Any of our 
employés who ere desirous of work 
upon the reopening of the factories 
and who wish for information will 
communicate with the superintendent 
or their foreman.”

After the notices were posted the 
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employés of these companies were 
kept in suspense but a short time 
before knowing their full meaning, 
as, before leaving their respective 
shops, they were each presented with 
a card which read: 

“I hereby affirm that I am a mem- 
ber ef no labor union whatsoever 
and agree that I will not join such 
union while in the employ of said 
company without giving it a week's 
notice, in writing, of my intention of 
doing so.” 

From the above it is plainly evi- 
dent that the manufacturers of the 
eastern States (who have had their 
own share of trouble with tyrannical 
and unreasonable labor unions) have 
fully determined to no longer ‘submit 
to outrageous dictation. and purpose 
henceforth to manage their own busi- 
ness in their own way on the good 
old American plan, wii. the full 
approval and protection of the law 
and the Constitution. 


OT CREDITABLE TO ELKS. 

The amazing action of the Riv- 
erside Elks in extending to H. T. 
Hays their “moral support,” in view 
of his acknowledged wrongdoing, 
certainly calls for adverse criticism. 
If Mr. Hays had been the innocent 
victim of misfortune, his case would 
have been different. Under such cir- 
cumstances, his brothers of the B.Y. 
O.E. should have stood by him to a 
man, and their action would have 
been commendable. It is one of the 
principal objects of the excellent or- 
der of Elks to aid members in times 
of misfortune, and much good is ac- 
complished in that way. But it is 
not according to the principles of the 
order, as they are generally under- 
stood, to encourege, and even extol, 
such actual crime as that of which 
Hays and others are guilty, in con- 
nection with land sales to the Salt 
Lake Raiiroad Company. 

The Riverside correspondence of 
The Times bas told the astounding 
story of how the Elks of that city 
honored Hays, on Monday night, by 
giving a banquet in his behalf, which 
was attended by the entire member- 
ship of the lodge: how Hays was 
treated to fulsome laudation, which 
was applauded “to the echo;” and 
how Attorney Peck, a brother Elk 
(who had been required, as an em- 
ployé of the company, to investigate 
Hays and compel him to make resti- 
tution,) was affronted by the othe? 
members and treated as if he himself 
instead of Hays was the culprit. It 
is not pleasant to read of such a sub- 
version of moral sentiment. It looks 
very much like placing a premium 
upon dishonesty. 

The fact that Hays was a “good 
fellow,” and popular with his asso- 
clates, can in no wise excuse nor 
pelliate his offenses. The fact that 
he has been given the “moral support” 
of the R.verside Elks does not lessen 
his culpability. Nor does the fact that 
he has disgorged (under pressure) 
his ill-gotten gains excuse or justify, 
in any sense, the fraudulent transac- 
tions in which he engaged. 

The B.P.O.E.. as an organization, 
has a high standing throughout the 
country. Such action as that taken 
by the Riverside Elks tends directly 
and strongly to impair this standing 
and to lower the morale of the order. 
It cannot be that this action will he 
approved by members of the order 
generally. To assume that it will he 
so approved would be to assume that 
the Benevolent and Protective Order 
of Elks, as an organization, is incapa- 
ble of perceiving the difference be- 
tween right and wrong, or of recog- 
nizing the simple ethics of meum and 
tuum. 2 

Quite as open to criticism as the 
action of the Elks was the effusive 
flattery bestowed upon Hays by the 
Board of Directors of the bank which 
he left under a cloud. Their resolu- 
tion glossed over shady practices and 
held up an acknowledged grefter as a 
paragon of usefulness. The bank or- 
ficers stultified themselves in spread- 
Ing it on so thick.

IS SPEEDIEST. 


Small Machine Runs cAway 
‘from Big Freaks. 


Flying Dutchman Having a 
Peck of Troubles Now.

That the biggest and most powerful 
automobiles are not always the fast- 
est wes well demonstrated at Agricul- 
tural Park yesterday in the practice 
brushes of the chauffeurs, which were 
conducted before a crowd of holiday 
dimensions. The feature of the day 
was the surprising speed of a little 
Franklin four-cylinder air-cooled ma- 
chine weighing little more than 1900 
pounds driven by W. F. Winchester.

your leiter of this date I have to say 
that the causes which actuated me in 
today dismissing you were t 
which have been discussed between 
vou, Mr. Clark and myself twice since 
last Thursday morning, and are briefly 
as follows: 

“First—That we have the positive 
statement of a reputable citizen of the 
city of Riverside that you were pres- 
ent and participated in a cal estate 
transaction, in the course of which, in 
our opinion, this company ‘us robbed 
of $1500. to wit; the transaction in 
which Mr. Bush of Riverside sold to 
thie company the property ardineriiy 
known as the ‘Mann Property.’ 

“Second—Because, by your own 
acknowledgment, you received from 
three separate and distinct sources, at 
different times. notice of frauds hav- 
ing been perpetrated upon the com- 
pany in deals transacted through your 
department in the purchase of prop-

First—Referring to my participation

Orange Growers’ Bank, at which time

the company for $8000, at the same time 
exhfbiting a telegram from Mrs. Mann 
stating that her price was $6000, he ex- 
pecting the difference as his commis- 
sion 


Mr. Bush further states, according to 
the published reports that Hays and 
myself offered him $500 for his interest 
in the transaction, and that the prop- 
erty was subsequently transferred to 
the company for $8000, of which tum 
only $6000 was paid to Mrs. Mann. 

1 recall the conversation at the 
bank between Mr. Hays, Mr. Bush and 
myself when Bush offered to sell the 
Mann property to the company for 
$8000, whereupon I informed him that 
the company would not pay that price, 
as we believed it could be obtained for 
less. At that time Mr. Bush did not 
exhibit to either of us any telegram ur 
other writing from Mrs. Mann offering 
to sell the property for $6000, and at no 
time during our conversation was 
there any statement made or intima- 
tien given that the property could be 
obtained for that sum. 

After discussing the matter su vstan- 
tially as I have stated, | -withdrew 
from the party and attended to some 
private matters elsewhere, first inform- 
ing Mr. Hays and Mr. Bush that in my 
opinion the company would not pay 
over $7000 for the property. A few mo- 
ments after that Mr. Hays came to 
where I was writing at a desk in tue 
bank and stated that Bush still in- 
sisted upon $8000, and wanted to knew 
if the company would not pay that 
price. I told him positively that the 
company, in my judgment, would not, 
and further that unless Bush would 
wire his principal in the Last and oo- 
tain authority to sell for less, the com- 
pany would condemn. I suggested at 
the time to Mr. Hays that he have 
Bush wire East for a iower figure. 

The foregoing is substantially all the 
conversation that occurred at that time, 
or at any other time, between any of 
the parties above mentioned concern- 
ing the acquirement of the ann 
property.” at which I was present. 

Upon my return to Los Angeles, as 
was customary, I reported to Mr. Clark 
that the agent for the Mann property 
was holding it at $8000. I also informea 
him that I had stated that the com- 
pany would probably pay $7000 for the 
property, and had requested Mr. Hays 
to have the agent wire East as above 
stated, and to notify me of the result 
of the communication. 

Several days later I received a wire 
at my office in this city from Mr. Hays 
informing me that he held a deed from 
Mrs. Mann with instructions to de- 
liver it upon payment of $8w net to 
her, and requesting funds to close the 
deal. This telegram is now on file in 
the office of the rigut-of-way depart- 
ment of the railway company. 

Upon receipt of the telegram I con- 
ferred with Mr. Clark about the mat- 
ter and with his consent 1 authorigea 
Mr. Hays to close the deal. 1 also re- 
quested a check to cover the purchase 
price from him, and he issued the same 
payable to Mr. Hays. 

At my conversation with Mr. Clark 
after my return from Riverside, we 
thoroughly discussed the whole sit- 
vation with reference to this property, 
and while my recommendation was 
that the property should be obtained 


Aor less money, we both determined 
that it was more desirable to pay $8000° 


than to incur the expense and delay of 
condemnation. We were particularly 
anxious to acquire the Menn property 
at once, as it was the las, piece in the 
tier of properties allotted for yard and 
switching purposes. 

The whole charge against me in con- 
nection with this transaction is based 
upon the unsupported statement of 
Mr. Bush, who has admitted to e 
officers of the company that he sold 
them property for $7750 upon which he 
received only $5700, the balance hav- 
ing gone into the hands of others. 


I had nothing whatever to do with’ 


this last-mentioned transaction, ex- 
cept to participate in a discussion of 
it with other officials of the company. 
Bush has admitted to Mr. Gibbon that 
at the time he was asking $8000 for his 
property he was ready to take $5700 
as the fair market value thereof. 
BY OTHER OFFICERS. 

This transaction was negotiated al- 
most entirely by other officers of the 
company than myself and apparently, 
after a close personal investigation, 
they were perfectly ready to pay 7760 
for what the owner considered to be 
worth $5700. 

The records of my office will show 
that a year ago five out of seven op- 
tions for property in Riverside nego- 
tlated by Mr. Bush for the benefit of 
the company were allowed to lapse up- 
on my recommendation that the prices 
named therein were exorbitant. 

Mr. Hays absolutely denies that I 
was present when any negotiation oc- 
curred between Bush and himself 
about the commission that would come 
to them from the price paid by the 
company. I also most emphatically 
deny that I was present when any con- 
versation occurred of such a charac- 
ter, and the whole charge finally rests 
upon the veracity of a man, who, be- 
sides having a strong personal anime 
against me on account of my recom- 
mending the refusal of his options, 
stands by his own admissions convict- 
ed victimizing the high officials of 
the pany.

Gibbon, through the medium of a pri- 
vate detective, that they did not re- 
ceive the full amounts of their checks. 

I waited a second day in Riverside 
and still was unable to find the Gor- 
don party, and was called back to Los 
Angeles by other matters and repert- 
ed the result of my inquiries to my su- 
periors with the statement that it ap- 
peared to be difficult for one in my 
position to obtain anything definite if 
there were any frauds being perpe- 
trated. In view of the possibility. 
however, of h being the case, T 
recommended fo Mr. Clark that the 
options still held by the company, 
which had not, as yet, become due, be 
canceled, a recommendation which was 
adopted by him, and these options were 


canceled. There were some seven of 


them, and of those seven, as I stated in 
the previous paragraph. five had been 
secured by this man Bush. I received no 
instructions to proceed any further in 
the matter. Subsequently. some con- 
siderable time afterwards, Mr. Caldwell 
called my attention to the Gordon case,

There was abso- 
lutely nothing in the communication 
which was not thoroughly known to 
Mr. Hays even before it was sent by 
me, because it merely stated hie con- 
nection with the company, 
FATLURE TO EXPLAIN.

Krafft has determined the boiling 
point of certain metals by the use of 
vessels of quartz heated by an electric 
furnace. Zince sublimes below 300 
degs., and at 640 degs distils fairly 
quick; the corresponding figures for 
cadium are 322 degs. and 448 degs. 


Selenium distils quickly at 380 degs., 
tellurium at 650 degs., boiling being 
observable at 5% degs. Lead boils rap- 


idly and distils at 1160 degs. Tin proved 
very refractory, no distillation occ ir- 
ring even at 1100. At 605 degs. antimony 
sublimes siowly, and at 775 to 780 degs. 
distils rapidly. Sublimation of bismuth 
commenced at 540 degs. the sublimate 
assumed the form of drops at 930 degs., 
and the metal boiled briskly at 1095 
degs. A slight mirror of silver appear - 
ed at 1090 degs., and rapid evaporization 
ded at 1340 degs. Copper and gold

IN REGARD TO SCHOOLS. 

A twist-up has come to the Holly- 
wood schools on account of incorpora- 
tion. It seems that Colegrove has the 
money and the tight grip on the sit- 
uation, being the remaining part of 
the Pass district. 


| Stated as briefly as possible, the dit-

neulty that has arisen is as follows, 
as stated by County Superintendent 
Kepple: 

The incorporation of Hollywood city 
makes it a new school district to be 
known as Hollywood City School Dis- 


*The remaining portion of the Pass 
school district now constitutes the Pass 
school district, and succeeds to the 
contracts, obligations, money and in- 
— me of the former Pass school dis- 

The members of the Pass School 
Board all reside within the limits of 
the city of Hollywood. For that rea- 
son they are no longer trustees of the 
Pags school district. 

The Pass school district and the Hol- 
lywood city school district have no 
school trustees. 

The school property, that is, the real 
estate and the buildings of the Pass 
district—belongs to Hollywood city 
achool district. 

The ownership of the personal prop- 
erty of the Pass school district, such 
as desks, books, etc., is a delectable 
question and remains to be settled. 

The children of the Pass school dis- 
trict have a right, under the law, to 
continue to attend the school in the 
present schoolhouses, although these 
have passed into the possession of Hol- 
lywood city school district. 

The average daily attendance of the 
children attending the Pass school for 
the year 1903-4 will belong to the Pass 
school district and not to the Holly. 
wood city school district. 

The Hollywood city school district 16 
a member of the Hollywood Union 
High School district, but it is not en- 
titled to representation in the Board of 
Directors until the first day of July, 
1904. 


The present High School representa- 

tive of the Pass schoo! district is no 
longer a member of the Hollywood Un- 
ion High School Board by reason of 
the fact that he is a resident of the 
Hollywood city school district instead 
of the Pass school district. 

W. H. Townsend, the High School 
representative from Laurel school dis- 
trict, is included within the bounds of 
the Hollywood city school district, and 
is therefore no longer a member of the 
High School Board of the Hon 
Union High School district. 

Messrs. R. B. Lyon and  Charies 
Wagner, trustees of Laurel school dis- 
trict. are included within the corpo- 
rate limits of Hollywood school dis- 
trict, and are therefore no trus- 
tees of Laurel schoo! district.

produces the spots. This emanation 


an occasional way, as storms follow 
each other on the earth. What is it? 
Every attempt to detect it has been in 
vain. Prof. Hale, at the Yerkes Ob- 
servatory, has had in operation from 
time to time, for several years, his m- 
genious spectroheliograph, which pho- 
tographs the sun by a single ray of the 
spectrum. This instrument shows that 
violent actions are going on in the sun, 
which ordinary observation wouid 
never lead us to suspect. But it has 
failed to show with certainty any pe- 
culiar emanation at the time of a mag- 
netic storm or anything connected with 
such a storm. 

A mystery which seems yet more im- 
penetrable is associated with the. so- 
called new stars which blaze forth from 
time to time. These offer to our sight 
the most astounding phenomena ever 
presented to the physica! philosopher. 
One hundred years ago such objects 
offered no mystery. There was no rea- 
son to suppose that the Creator of the 
universe had ceased His functions: 
and, continuing them, it was perfectiy 
natura] that He should be making con- 
tinual additions to the universe of 
stars. But the idea that these 
are really new creations, made out of 
nothing, is contrary to all our modern 
ideas and not in accord with the ob- 
served facts. Granting the possibility 
of a really new star—if such an object 
were created, it would be destined to 
take its place among the other stars as 
a permanent member of the universe. 
Instead of this, such objects invariably 
fade away, after a few months, and 
are changed into something very like 
an ordinary nebula. 

A question of transcendant interest 
is that of the cause of these outbursts. 
It cannot be said that science has, up 
te the present time, been able to offer 
any suggestion not open to question.— 
(Harper's Magazine.

Mr. Conlee retired in his usual state 
of health Tuesday evening, at his 
home,“ No. 243 North Griffin avenue. and 
soon fell into a sound slumber. After 
midnight Mrs. Conlee, who occupied 
the same bed, was awakened by her 
husband's labored breathing. She tried 
to wake him to ascertain what ailed 
him, but his necek was distorted in a 
strange manner and he could not 
speak.
